Made by Water Co. + 


LOWER INTEREST ON 
BONDS REPORTED AT 
MEMBERS’ MEETING 


San Antonio Water Co. Board 
Reelected—Operating 
Costs Are Cut 


Savings of $179,020 will be 
made as interest by the San An- 
tonio Water Co. on the  firm’s 
outstanding indebtedness, it was 
reported at the annual meeting 
of the group in the Chaffey jun- 
ior college auditorium yesterday 
afternoon. 

The saving in interest tetal is 
largely due to the reduction of 
the interest rate from 6 per cent 
to 4 per cent and in a slight in- 
crease in the schedule of pay- 
ments. 

W. K. Beattie will continue to 
serve as president cf the com- 
pany as the result of the unani- 
mous re-election of all the direc- 
tors, who re-elected all the former 
officers. 

By act of congress in July, 
1935, mutual water companies 
were made eligible for financing 
through the Bank for Coopera- 
tives. The San Antonio board 
immediately arranged a loan of 
$322,000. The company gave the 
bank 40 nctes for $8050 each, one 
note maturing every six months, 
beginning May 1, 1936. 

Under the former plan the in- 
terest payments would have total- 
ed $311,040. The new loan ma- 
tures Nov. 1, 1955, and the total 
interest payments will be $132,- 


020, which makes a saving of 
$179,020. 
As the result of the excellent 


rainfall during the winter of 
1935, cost of operating the San 
Antonio Water Co. was lower 
than usual and the general con- 
dition of the ccmpany is excel- 
lent, according to reports sub- 
mitted at the annual meeting of 
the group yesterday. Gravity 
flow of water during the past 
summer was more than twice 
that cf the preceding year, result- 
ing in a power saving of about 
$30,000 and a substantial rise in 
the water level in the Cucamon- 
ga basin, Albert C. Reynolds, 
manager, reported. 

Usually a refund on irrigation 
costs is made in December but 
the refund for 1935 was not made 
until Jan. 16, when the company 
paid a refund of 15 2-3 cents per 
day inch on all water used. 

Total cost of operating expens- 
es in 1935 was $98,439.86 as com- 
pared with $131,572.07 in 1934. 
Cost per acre foot for operating 
expenses in 1935 was $7.31 as 
compared with $10.34 in 1934. 

The printed annual report de- 
clares that the directors have 
adopted a resolution requiring all 
rental orders. to be filed at the 
office prior to April 1 so that the 
schedule for the seascn may be 
made up. Orders received after 
that date will not be accepted if 
they unduly interfere with the 
srhedule, it is pointed out. 

On the board cf directors be- 
sides Mr. Beattie are R. O. Price 
and Frank C. Buffington, vice 
presidents; G. A. Andreas, D. J. 
Cameron, John S. Armstrong and 
John W. Shepperscn. Albert C. 
Reynolds will continue as secre- 
tary-manager.
